'  Pre-primary Law 


The initiative petition request- 
ing that the matter of repeal of 
pre-primary law be submitted to 
the voters of the state at the 1938 
state election for their deci- 
sion has been -filed with State 
Secretary Frederic W. Cook and 
contains 23,944 names, among 
them many from Northfield who 
signed the petition here when in 
the hands of the Republican 
town committee. 

Gov. Hurley signed the repeal 
law in the closing hours of the 
last legislative session and de- 
clared an emergency existed, 
making the law effective upon 
his signature being placed to the 
bill. Friends of the law, claiming 
he proclaimed an emergency to 
prevent a referendum on_ the 
subject, sought initiative papers 
from Secretary Cook, who held 
the matter should be decided by 
the courts. 

In court ,agreement was that 
the law’s friends should go 
ahead and secure the necessary 
signatures for a referendum to 
-be prepared, if the supreme 
court rules the emergency pre- 
amble was poorly founded and 
not warranted, to go through 
with the referendum for the 
1938 election. Unless the neces- 
sary signatures were filed by the 
twenty-sixth the law’s friends 
would not have been able to seek 
a referendum. If the Legislature 
rejects this petition, requiring 
a minimum of 15,000 names, the 
petitioners can secure 5000 ad- 
ditional signatures and thus have 
the question placed on the 1938 
ballot. 

It is anticipated that supreme 
court WHI not be able to pass on 
the question before it until late 
in October.
